A ISIg Block la Chicago Totally Destroyed 


by Fire-Other Spark*. 


CHICAGO, February 19.—A tire is 


now raging with great fury in Gran- 
nis' block on the east side of Dearborn 
street, just south of Washington. The 
fire started at 5:40 p. m. and a half 
hour later found it necessary to turn 
in a general alarm. Twelve engines 
and the standpipe are now playing on 
the flames. An immense crowd of sev- 
eral thousand people are watching the 
apparent destruction of one of the 
finest office blocks in the city. It is 
impossible now to estimate the loss. 
When the lire broke out the employes 
in the offices of tho building wore pre- 
paring to leave for the night and as far 
as can be learned, all escaped safely. 
The fire is said to have originated at 
the bottom of the elevator shaft, when 
the past week there has been a new 
box pat in. The latest report says the 
flames are still burning and already 
the loss by fire and water is very heavy 


At 8:15 tho roof fell in and the ma- 


terial of the roof can now be seen 
burning. On tho fifth floor tho flames 
poured out of every window, and it 
was feared that it would be impossible 
to save the Portland block on the cor- 
ner 
of Washington and Dearborn 


streets, adjoining the burning build- 
ing. 
On account of the intense cold it 


was difficult to employ the engines to 
their best advantage.
